Berlin, February 5.—One of 
the most surprised: men in Ber- 
lin was Count von Bernstorff, 
former ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States, who, it is said, is de- 
sired by the allies for his al- 
leged connection with Bolo 
Pasha, The count, despite his 
surprise, seemed to _be maildly 
amused, He declared that he 
was not afraid to‘’face trial. He 
added that he was ready to go if 
wanted,and that he might even 
put the allies in a quandary if 
they attempted to prosecute him. 


Berlin, February 5.—At the

Cyclonic Disturbance 
On Atlantic Seaboard, 
Nantucket to Hatteras 


Washington, February 5.—The 
cyclonic disturbance of Wednes- 
day night now covers the At- 
lamtic seaboard from Nantucket 
‘. Hatteras with the lowest pres- 
sure, $29.74 inches, at Atlantic 
City, the weather bureau an- 
nounced tonight. Its influence 
is slowly extending northward 
and eastward. High winds were 
reported tonight from the Maine 
coast to the Virginia capes, with 
a maximum velocity of 72-miles 
at Block Island. 

Stormy weather is predicted for 
‘smorrow In the middle Atlan- 


to horth winds and gales. The 
temperature, however, will not 
be unusually low. The weather 
‘on Saturday witl probably be 
clo’ without precipitation or 
imnortant changes in tempera- 
ture in that section. 

The precipitation {tn the last 
24 has been fn the form 
of sleet or snow in New Eng- 
land and the middle Atlantic 
states, 

Storm warnings are displayed 
on the Atlantic coast from Hat- 
teras to Fastport, Maine. 


New York, February 5.—Huge: 
waves rolled up by a 50-mile gale 
were still sweeping the North At- 
lantic coast tonight while cities and 
towns along the shore were trying 
with indifferent success to dig 


themselves out of the deepc-:t Ww 
drifts of years. Damage done by 
the sea to resorts and summer 
homes along the New Jersey and 
Long Island coasts was estSmated 
at hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. : 

Shipping remained at anchor or 
moved with the utmost cautiva. In 
the land-locked waterways around 
New York huge ice floes menaced 
navigation. The steamer Maine of 
the New FEngland Steamship com- 
pany was driven ashore on the north 
end of Long Island and four other 
sound liners were reported creeping 
along through fields of ice. The 
Maine, which carries five passen- 
gers and a crew of 70, was reported 
in no immediate danger and a tug 
has been sent to her relief. 

Cold, snow, ice and high seas have 
made it almost impossible to trans- 
port coal from the Tidewater res- 
ervoir at Perth Amboy to New York 
and the city faces a fuel famine, 
which will force all its tran-~orta- 
tion lines to suspend operation un- 
less the weather moderates swiftly. 

Floods Are Caused. 

While mountainous seas were bat- 
_tering the coast, the highest tide 
| ever recorded in New York harbor 
| Caused flaods along the Hudson and 
| Harlem rivers. Ferry houses on the 
| New York and New Jersey sides of 
the Hudson were floodéd and wat-r 
from the Erie terminal dripped fnto

Steadily Increasing numbers of 
Spanish influenza cases reported 
here each day since Sunday, reach- 
ing the big total of 508 new cases 
yesterday, resulted in a proposal 
from the Atlanta chapter of the 
American Red Cross to establish an 
emergency center from which 
nurses and others who wold volun- 
teer services could aid the city 
health department in combating the 
spread of the epidemic that is rag- 
ing here. 

The offer of the Red Cross was. 
extended to Dr. J, P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, through Robert 6. 
Parker, vice chairman of the Atlan- 
ta chapter, and Dr. Kennedy, re- 
ceiving the offer with thanks, de- 
clared that he would be glad to 


Cent Over 


While admitting that the iInflu- 
enza is spreading over the city at 
an enormous rate, Dr. Kennedy de- 
clares that the disease here is of 
the mildest type, with few fatali- 
ties, and states that as the situa- 
tion now stands he can see no réa- 
son for extraordinary steps, such 
as restricted public gatherings. 

Doctors Making Reports. 

The ctiy health officer attributes 
many of the increased reports that 
reached his office Thursday to the 
fact that a large number of the 
doctors of the city have responded 
to the appeal made through The 
Constitution asking them to report 
all “flu” cases. He admits, how- 
ever, that there are probably many 
cases not reported among people 
who have -not called in physicians 

Mayor Key, when informed of the 
number of new cases reported to the

Washington, February 5.—The 
decennial census, now being taken, 
will reveal that the center of pop- 
ulation of the United States has 
moved eastward and not toward the 
west or the south as commonly pre- 
dicted, J. A. Hill, statistician of the 
cénsus bureau .predicted tonight in 
an address at the National Press 
club. 

The 1910 census showed the cen- 
ter of population in Bloomington, 
Ind.. and in 1900 the center was 
some fifty miles eastward, or near 
Columbus of the same state. Pre. 
liminary reports thus far received. 
said Mr. Hill, while revealing the 
eastward movement, do not contain 
sufficient figures to maké any. es- 
timate of the extent of the eastward 
movement. 

After-the-war movement to the 
eastern cities, together with the 
war-time growth of the eastern in- 
dustrial centers, the census statis- 
tician said, have more than counter-

Washington, February 5.—Various

missions be refrained from, so that 
I may not be obliged to take more 
drastic protective measures.”

The land will be too much in de- 
mand for residential and industrial 
purposes. 

“With the location of a station 
out there by the Atlanta and West 
Point road all available sites along 
the railroad tracks wi'! ©%on be in 
great de for industrial pur- 
poses. Th thickly populated 
residential neighbdorhood will quick- 
ly grow up about the industrial 
viants. The city’s land will be 
wanted for residential purposes. 
This is the only land now owned by 
the city that could be converted to 
private ownership for residences, 
as the city would certainly not want 
to give up any of its public parks. 

“The suggestion has been made 
that the stockade buildings be con- 
verted into a school house. [It is 
a very substantial building and 
could be easilv adapted to school 
uses, but, of course, that is a mat- 
ter to be determined later.”

Losing on Clearance. 


“Our opponents have in more than 
one instance,” said Mr. Wellhorn. 
“described the federal resrve bank 
as ‘a great banking octopus, de- 
siring to suck into its sweeping ten- 
drils the country banks of the na- 
tion, by forcing them to submit to 


entailing an enormous financial 
loss.” They further allege that 
we paid a 90 per cent dividend on 
our capital by the use of these 
‘methods.’ Aside from not making 
agy money at all, I know that we 
are losing every year at least $250,- 
000 in looking. ofter our clearance 
department, and we are doing this 
for the members of the system, be- 
cause we know it is their right to 
expect such sacrifices from us.”’ 

Following Judge Ellis’ decision, 
Alek W. Smith, attorney for the 
Country Bankers’ association, an- 
nounced that their fight had just 
begun, and that they would make 
every effort to carry their conten- 
tion to a successful termination. 

“We will contest the jurisdiction 
of the United States court in the 
United States court.” said Mr. Smith. 
“Judge Ellis held that a federal 
reserve bank was not a national 
bank, but a corporation created hy 
congress. Our contention is that 
if a federal reserve bank is not a 
national bank, it is not anything. 
It is certainly not a state bank, It 
is certainly a banking institution. 
We will také the case all the way 
to the supreme court of the United 
States, if necessary.” 

Wellborn’s Statement. 

Mr. Wellborn’s statement, in full, 
is as follows:: 

I am gratified that Judge Ellis has or- 
dered the case moved to the United States 
court. I regard this as a tremendous vic- 
tory for the. Federal Reserve Bank of At- 


lanta. 

Our decision to instruct our counsel, 
Messrs. Randolph and Parker, to remove 
the case was not based at all on any 
lack of confidence on our part in the cour- 
age aml ability of the state court, but 
solely because the federal reserve act, be- 
ing a law passed by congress, we concluded 
that it would be better to let the act be 
construed by the United States courts, be- 
cause ultimately these courts will, of ne- 
cessity, have to construe what the act means 
and their construction, as we are advised, 
when made, will) be binding on and fol- 
lowed by the state courts, whereas, any 
construction made by the state courts is not 
necessarily binding on the United States 
courts, 

We did not consider it proper to make 
any statement while the case was being 
ergued in the state court, but counsel tell 
us there ie no impropriety in our stating 
our position during the period the case is 
being transferred from one court to the 
other. 

It might be of interest to business men 
generally briefly to state the exact issues 
involved. 

The federal reserve act expressly pro- 
hibits the federal reserve bank from paying 
exchange on checks sent us for collection 
by member banks. We cannot pay any 
‘such exchange, whether the checks are 
drawn against banks which are members of 
the system or not members. This matter 
was fully discussed in congress at the time 
the federal reserve act was passed, under 
which act the federal reserve banks were 
created. Congress took the view that this 
exchange Was an improper and unnecessary 
burden and toll on commerce. 

"Worth $1,000,000. 

The banks which are plaintiffs in the 
suit say the privilege is worth a miliion 
dollars annually to them and to the banks 
in Georgia similarly situated. If it is 
worth any such sum as that, this statement 
merely amounts to their saying that they 
receive that much for this service from the 
merchants, manufacturers and others jg the 
state who do business with them. 

There are two lines of thought on t sub- 
ject. The followers of one say that the 
banks ought to be allowed these exchange 
or collection charges 1 reimburse them for 
the expense of remitting. 
of thought contends that remitting for 
checks is a mere incident of banking, and 
no charge ought to be made, as the draw- 
ers of the checks are, after all, the. real 
beneficiaries of par, remitting. 

“Sq far as the federal reserve banks are 
concerned the issue was definitely settled 
by congress in favor of those who do busi, 
pess with the banks, This is, the federal 
reserve banks are not allowed to pay éuch 
exchange charges. This bank is itself ab- 
sorbing the expense, although it costs us 
over $250,000 per annuin. : 

‘“‘A number of state banks not members 
charge exchange in remitting for checks 
drawn by their own customers. This is the 
position occupied by all of the banks which 
are plaintiffs in this case. They refuse 
to remit to the Federal Reserve bank of At- 
lanta at par, although the checks we send 
them are drawn by their own customers. 
Inasmuch as the federal reserve bank is 
prohibited by the federal reserve act from 
paying the exchange which they charge, 
or seek to charge, we are compelled to send, 
for collection, the checks drawn on them, 
through an express company, or compelled 
to send same to an agent to collect in cash 
over their counters for our account. Al- 
though we cannot pay the exchange at all 
under the express provisions of the federat 
reserve act these banks even object to our 
thus sending checks for collection. We 
have the right under the law to collect the 
checks, and not being permitted to pay 
any exchange we cannot collect through the 
mails because these banks will not remit at 
par through the mails, but deduct exchange, 
which we cannot pay. We are, therefore, 
forced to collect these checks in these 
other lawful ways which are open to us. 
it is a simple matter. <Any and every 
commercial bank similarly situated could 
and lawfully would do as we are doing. 

osition Not Tenable. 

“We do not think the position of the 
banks, plaintiffs in this case, is tenable, 
because everybody knows that anyone who 
has a check on a bank, be he an individual, 
federal reserve bank or any other bank, has 
an undoubted right to go with the checa 
to the bank on which it is drawn, or send 
the same, and collect the money at the 
paying teller’s window. These banks ‘n 
this suit contend, however, that the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank of Atlanta has not that 
right, although we think it is universally 
| recognized, and so far as we know has 
never been questioned before this case

SHIGAR PRICE FIXING 
DENIED BY PALMER 


Washington, February 5.—Reply- 
ing to a resolution of the house, the 
department of justice today denied 


that it had fixed a price of 17 cents 
for Louisiana plantation sugar. The 
department’s answer to the resolu- 
tion, however, says it was willing 
to concede that prosecutions would 
be ineffectual and unsuccessful if 
based upon a contention that prices 
lower than 17 cents were, “excessive” 
under the Lever law. 

The department also made public 
telegraphic correspondence between 
District Attorney Mooney, at 
Orleans, and Attorney General Pal- 
mer, which sets forth reasons for 
the department’s concessions in the 
price question. I: was explained the 
Louisiana crop was only 40 per cent 
of normal, and that there was a gen- 
eral shortage of sugar in the open 
market.

ROTTEN RECORD LAD 
TO UNION LEADERSHIP 


Washington, February 6.—The 
ease of the bituminous coal indus- 


try of the five states comprising the 
southwestern fteld were laid before 
the coal strike settlement system. to- 
day by representatives of the opera- 
tors and of the United Mine 
ers districts involved. 

As spokesman for all operators in 
the field, H, N, Taylor, president of 
the National Coal association, 
launched an attack on what he de- 
acribed as the “black and rotten rec- 
ora” of union leadership in the 
southwestern. miners that precipi- 
tated'a controversy between him- 
self and John L, Lewis, acting presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

Union heads have “inflicted eco- 
nomic loss and even poverty upon 
the willing worker in the mnéis” by 
calling “useless strikes,” mostly of 
a “wildcat variety.” There were 14 
strikes in the Kansas district alone 
in 1918 which cost the miners in 
lost wages $1,644,000, he added. 

Mr. Lewis took exception to Mr. 
Taylors term of the “wildcat” 
strikes and declared the record 
should be cleared as to the precise 
connotation of ‘‘wildcat”’ as used by 
Mr. Taylor. 

“Perhans Mr. Taylor has used the 
term loosely,” he said, “I would 
sfate that ‘wildcat,’ as accepted in 
the parlance of labor cireles and I 
believe elsewhere, is preperly a 
term to be applied only to unau- 
thorized, irresponsible walkouts 
called in violation of contract agree- 
ments. As Mr. Taylor has laid 
down the responsibility for these 
strikes upon the union heads 
think the inconsistency should. be 
cleared.”

which is produced.” 


“I am surprised,” said Mr. Mere- 
dith, “that I should have received 
the number of messages I have, 
particularly from daily papers, ask- 


ing what plans I, as secreta of 
agriculture, have to reduce the high 
cost of living, indicating that the 
general feeling is that this is es- 
sentially an agricultural problem. 
It is, of course, related to agricul- 
ture, but no more than to many 
other lines of activity, and I am 
tempted to believe that the solutien 
of the problem lies more in the 
hands of those interested in distri- 
bution and non-productive enter- 
prises than in the hands of the 
farmers of the country.” 


FARMERS WILL MEET 
THE PRODUCTION CRISIS. 
Continuing — 
“The farmers must certainly pro- 
duce. They have produced and ‘will 
produce—that is their businesp. 


They are on a piece measure, basiz, 
sO given satisfactory conditions, 
they will do their part, as the farm< 
ers of America have in every situ- 
ation or crisis that has faced the 
country. But this question of ‘Bat- 
isfactory conditions’ is a big one, 
It is not a- satisfactory ‘condition 
for the farmer tq receive reduced 
prices for- his pork, wheat, hides, 
while the prices of his machinery. 
lumber and. shoes are raised. it 
does not conduce to a pleasant 
frame of mind on the part of the 
farmer or spur him to greater ‘pro- 
duction to be obliged to. sell his 
products for half or less than: he 
later sees them sold for at retail. 
The dairy farmers of the country 
wonder if they are treated fairly 
when they receive 35 or 40 cents for 
butter and see it retail at 85 cents. 
The poultry men wonder why, when 
they receive from 40 to 50 cents 
for eggs, they retail as high as a 
dollar per dozen. he hog-growers 
wonder if they are not in a ‘haz- 
ardous’ business when they buy 
fencing and all other supplies at 
greatly increased prices, and then 
see their. produce fall 50 per cent 
and sold by them at an actual loss, 
in answer to a demand on the paft 
of the rest of the population; or a 
reduced cost of living. ; 4 

“The farmers of América,” the 
new secretary went on, “are willing’ 
to assume their part of the respon- 


sibilities as American citizens in 
meeting any problem threatening 
the welfare and stability of our 


ing problem is a mutual one, and 
they ask that it be approached by 
all the people as a common prob- 
lem. They ask that those engaged 
in distribution eliminate the lost 
motion and not put so great a bur- 
den upon production as there is 
upon it today. In other words, they 
ask that there be an adequate’ num-

The petition which requested the 
new audit, filed through Green's 
atorneys, H. A, “Alien and George 
Westmoreland, of Atianta, and L. 8. 
Camp, of Fairburn, charges that

who audited the books. 

The petition further declares that 
Mr. Martin “did not make a fair 
and impartial audit of the books

Through the loan department of the United States treasury the 
movement to establish a thrift circle in every home is being pushed 
b¥ men and women leaders in every state. 

Accompanying this plan was the January duty of keeping ac- 


counts in household affairs; saving in February, and making an in- 


vestment of the saving in March. 


Now comes the department of justice to reinforce the savings and’ 


thrift with a new movement to handle in a scientific way the reduc- 
tion of the High Cost of Living, and thus accentuating a feature of 


-the savings and thrift principles. 


The government is giving substantial aid to the ‘people who, 
themselves, must create the new spirit which, in the new era of civili- 
zation, must be one to construct, build up and make lasting our national 
prosperity, rather than to undermine the props supporting it, by abu- 


sive and reckless extravagance. 


Whereas the organizations of women can be great carriers of the 


| message of savings and thrift, and the reduction of the High Cost of 


living, and the getting of that message to the average woman, diffi- 
cult to reach, it is upon the practice of the individual woman that the 
foundation will finally be laid, and the ten million are called into service. 

At a conference of southern women, called in a progressive city 
this week, the destructive influences of the present revel of luxury in 
this country was discussed, and the complexities of our present peace 


problems exploited. 


The unprecedented prices of living were described, and the great 
responsibilities of women in these conditions discussed with astound- 


ing proofs. 


But that incident which brought the 
feet was when a very big man, with an ea 


@ or more women to their 
est face, held up two pairs 


of baby shoes, describing one pair as costing 75 cents and the other 
pair as costing $2.75, and both having been bought from different shoe 


stores on the same street. 


“Where did the cheaper ones come from?” asked a dozen or more 


women, 


The individual had been reached, and the women were ready to 
act, not from the higher motive probably of aiding in the great fight 
for national prosperity, but to find out where they could assure their 
babes being shod comfortably at a fair price. 

“No,” said the man, “I am not going to tell you where the 75-cent 
ones came ‘from, because I believe the majority of you would go and 
patronize the man selling for $2.75.” 

Now, that is the direct charge being made in a broader, almost 
national, way that women are directly responsible for the higher cost 
of living; that they are the ones—ten million of individuals—who can 
lay the foundation and build permanently through thrift and savings 


for a’ national prosperity. 


I believe the keynote of this woman’s conference was sounded 
when a woman who came in late, but who had evidently weighed the 


subject well, said: 


‘Madame Chairman, 


let us be in earnest about 


this and really act upon the facts which have been laid before us, and 


then we will begin to accomplish.” 


When women are in earnest and really honest with themselves 
in their desire to be patriotic in response to this government call, 
coming in the aftermath of war as a basic principle of peace, then 
woman’s part in this national new era will have begun..

The deaths resuitius from the 
type of influenza in Atlanta have 
so far been very few, only one fa- 
tality being made public in the re- 
ports for Thursday. This death was 
caused by pneumonia following in- 
fluenza. The complication of pneu- 
monia with flu is looked upon as 
one of the most dangerous features 
of the situation, as individuals 
whose power of _ resistance has 
been weakened by a case of influ- 
enza are much more likely to con- 
tract the disease, and less able to 
withstand its terrible consequences, 
It is also true that pneumonia is a 
most frequent complication, or con- 
sequence, of influenza. 

Certain instructions have been 


given out by the health department 
ta street car companies, theaters and 
to individuals regarding ventila- 
tion, care of the person and temper- 
ance in eating as preventive meas- 
ures, but no drastic measures, such 
as closing places of gathering, have 
yet been considered. 
Closing Had Little Effect. 


Dr. Kennedy, who went to a con- 
vention of specialists in New Or- 
leans recently, reported to Mayor 
Key, upon his return to Atlanta, 
that it was agreed among leading 
physicians he had seen that dras- 
tic preventive measures that had 
been adopted by the cities during 
various flu epidemics had had but 
little effect upon the spread and 
ravages of the malady. Dr. Ken- 
nedy inclines to the belief that care 
of the health is more eff*ctive in 
securing immunity fro the dis- 
ease than are drastic reventive 
measures, and he issues a warning 
to all people to be careful to pro- 
tect themselves from cold, indiges- 
tion and other disorders. 

Presenting an interesting predic- 
tion with reference to the recur- 
rence of influenza that was made by 
a famous scientist, Dr. John Brown- 
lee, in The London Lancet, Dr. Ken- 
nedy gave out a government bulle- 
tin, showing that the disease 
recurs in cycles of 33 weeks, 
providing the thirty-third week 
does not fall between June and De- 
cember. Dr. Brownlee also says that 
Jantiary 31, 1919, was exactly sixty- 
six weeks removed from the peak 
of mortality of the big epidemic in 
Chicago in 1918. A_ serious epi- 
demic is now raging in that city. 
The Atlanta epidemic of 1918, it 
remembered, was shortly 
after that of Chicago, which, in a 
bears out Dr. Brownlee’s con- 
tentions. The predictions that flu 
would recur is based upon an ex- 
haustive study, and the following 
bulletin gives an interesting ac- 
Brownlee’s article ap- 
pearing in The London Lancet, one 
of the greatest. medical publica- 
tions; 

Influenza Prediction Fulfilled. 

In the November 8 issue of The London 
Lancet appeared a prediction by Dr. John 
Brownlee, D. Sc., based on a careful study 
of past influenza epidemics, that a recur- 
rence of the 1918 influenza epidemic would 
occur in January or February, 1920. 

Doctor Brownlee found that influenza epil- 
demics recurred at intervals of 33 weeks, 
providing the thirty-third week did not fall 
between June and December, in which case 
the recurrence would be expected at the 
end of 66 weeks or 99 weeks, and threfore

Rome, Ga., Feb, fary 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With more tian a half mil- 
lion dollars availabre and in pros- 
pect from state, federal and county 
sources for the construction of 400 
miles of road in the state system 
within the seventh district, Q A. 
Simonton, district highway § en- 
gineer, is making plans for carrying 
out this enormous work. He Is or- 
ganizing his office and field force to 
take up all the projects now under 
way orimmediatelyin prospect, and 
to secure county appropriations to 
meeet the available state and fed- 
eral aid money. 

The seventh district has been al- 
lotted one-twelfth of the $1,500,000 
state fund, which amounts to 
$127,500,. and this is to be distrib- 
uted by Mr. Simonton in the way 
that will accomplish the most to- 
ward perfecting the state system of 
highways. The state has avalable 
$2,700,000 of federal highway money, 
and this district probably will re- 
ceive an apportionment of that fund 
on the same basis as the state money 
is divided. In that case the district 
would receive $215,500 from the 
federal fund, which to be secured 
must be matched, dollar for dollar, 
by the counties in which it is spent.

handsome buildings was $135,009. 
The Ivanhoe apartment is located 
at 650 and the Kenilworth at 660 
Ponce de Leon avenue. 

The »nnouncement of the sale was 
made through M. L. Thrower, who 
handled the transaction. The sale 
of the handsome apartment build- 
ings netted Mr. Willis $35,000 over 
his. purchase price, according to his 
statement, and he said that he sold 
the buildings because of other in- 
vestments he expected to make in 
the city. 

The Ivanhoe and Kenilworth are 
twin apartments, fronting about 150 
feet on Ponce de Leon avenue, near 
Highland avenue, and are in a choice 
section of the city, They contain 
twenty-four suites of six, rooms 
each and are known as among the 
popular apartment houses of the 
city. The apartments were com- 
pleted in 1916 and were the first 
buildings of the kind to be erected 
in that section of the city.
